C hanute bank by threatening to set 
off three sticks of dynamite taped 
to his stomach. 
He obtained $4.- 
860. 
He escaped in a taxicab, ab an ­ 
doned it at Fayetteville, Arkansas, 
and took a bus to Alabama 
"I wasn’t going any place in p a r­ 
ticular,” he said—"just roaming, I 
guess. Around June I I was in New 
York 
I saw the world’s fair there." 
"W hat did you think of it?" he 
was asked. 
“Well, I was disappointed in it. 
You know several of the exhibits 
were not finished then.” 
From New York Thornburg went 
south, then west. 
C an’t Explain Action 
Joe Balch, Chanute city attorney 
whom Thornburg forced to accom ­ 
pany him while he robbed the bank, 
asked him what he had done with 
the money. 
He had only $2.84 
"I guess I spent it mostly travel­ 
ing.’’ Thornburg replied 
“Was that why you robbed the 
bank—for no other reason than to 
travel?"

“I could not explain why I did it 
I didn’t need the money." 
Thornburg had spent several days

The controversy arose over pro­ 
visions of a law passed in 1933 a ft­ 
er the voters authorized a $10,000.- 
000 bond issue to enable Hie state 


to take over the toll bridges. 
The 
law' provided the state had to buy 
the bridges before issuing bonds 
In the Harrisburg case, the com ­ 
monwealth condemned the property 
but disagreed with a board of view'- 
ers’ recommendation of a proper 
price and appealed to the Cum ­ 
berland county court.

beauty in perm anent form, they inspire us and keep reminding us of our 
kinship with God the creator of all.

A peasant woman is sitting beside It with a look of despair upon her face, 
and yet with a look of resignation! 
The physical and spiritual forces of 
life are contrasted. Is life all over for btV i? One was once the efficient j 
servant of the land 
but only as guided by hum an hands. 
In this work 
of art I see much of the artist who etched it — a man who strove for 
expression and who always felt keenly his responsibility in emphasizing 
his relationship to nature and to God. 
It is impossible for anyone to look on nature, or to thrill at any of

relationship, is brought out in the dedication of Michael Fairless’s beau­ 
tiful book "The Roadmender.”

JUNE BREAKS 
SAFETY RECORD 


Chicago, July 29 (A P)—The n a ­ 
tion’s success in saving lives on the 
highways over a period of 20 con­ 
secutive m onths stopped short in 
June, like an automobile at a red 
light. 
T he steady improvement ended 
when in June deaths totaled 2,330, 
an increase of 20 or I per cent, over 
June, 1938, the national safety coun­ 
cil reported today. 
It was the first time since Novem­ 
ber, 1937. th at the m onthly traffic 
toll was more than the correspond­ 
ing m onth of preceding year. How­ 
ever, the council said first six m onths 
of 1939 still showed a 5 per cent re­ 
duction from the half-year figure of 
1938. 13,500 deaths compared with 
14,160. 
Rhode Island boasted the best rec­ 
ord for the six months, with a d e­ 
cline of 37 per cent in fatalities 
representing a saving of 16 lives. 
New Hampshire was second. 34 per 
cent and 14 lives saved, and Utah, 
third, 30 per cent and 28 lives 
saved. Pennsylvania, ranking fourth, 
with a decline of 29 per cent, theo­ 
retically saved the most lives, 226. 
Perfect records—no deaths in the 
six m onths—were reported for only 
two cities of the 50,000 to 100,000 
population

Niagara 
Falls, 
N. Y„ and Johnstown, Pa.
